THE LIBERALS KEEP THEIR

A Bill to Repeal the Unfair, 
Cumbersome and Costly

—House Proceedings, Etc. 


Fripay, March 18. 


The following public bills were read

Mr Davis, toamend the Mounted

Senator Poirier asked whether it was 
the intention of the Government to 
send the Canadian High Commissioner 
to Berlin and other European countries 
in connection with the lapsing in July 
next of the Anglo-German treaty of 
commerce. 

Hon. David Mills, in reply, said it 
was not the intention of the Govern 
ment to send Lord Strathcona to Berlin 
or any other European capital in con- 
nection with the lapsing of the Anglo 
Gerinan treaty of commerce. If Can 
ada sold tittle in the markets of these 
countries during the time the treaties 
were in force it wae evident that she 
found a better market for her produce 
elsewhere. He expressed the hope that 
the foreign trade of Canada with 
these countries would not be injured by 
the abrogation of the treaties.

Uniformity was not 

desirable because th+ conditions exist- 

ing in this country are not the same 

throughout. It would be unfair to the 

people of Quebec, for instance, to have 
imposed upon them universal suffrage. 

They are the best judges of what they 

require, they are the be-t judges of the 

conditions under which they wish their 

members to be chosen, they are the 

beat judges of the principles which they 

wish to eee applied and also of the 

class of voters that are to select the 
men that are to come here to represent 

them. It may be that a desire exists 

in some Provinces to extend the 

franchise so broadly that all men may 

havea right to participate in the 

elections ; there may be a desire that 

all men, even those whose only asset in 

life is the votes they may dispose of xs 

a marketable commodity in the elec- 

tions should occupy the same position 

as the man who has some stake in the 

country. But in the Province of 

Quehec at all events the desire was, so 

far as Provincial franchise is concerned 

to have some regard to properties, to 

the rights of education, to the rights of 

the artisan who contributes something 

to meet the public expenditures. 


WEDNEsDay, March 23. 


A proposition was made in the House 
to-day to encourage the export trade in 
creamery butter by granting a bounty 
of one cent a pound. [t was advanced 
hy Mr. Reid, of Grenvi'le, who repre- 
sents a dairying district The Minister 
of Agriculture, whose interest in the 
extension of the dairy industry of this 
country hias been evinced in many 
salutary measures since his assumption 
of office, was unable to accept the view 
put forth by the mover of the resolu- 
tion. The export of bucter to Great 

britain has doubled in voluwe every 
year for three years, while last year it 
showed an increase of two-thirds over 
the trade of the previous year. In 
view of this phenomena! expansion he 
concluded*that Canada would secure 
the market without any artificial 
stimulation of the production. The 
debate on the subject was interrupted 
by the expiration of the time devoted 
to the order ander which it came up. 

Mr Charlton’santi Sunday newepaper 
bill met its fate in committee upon a 
standing vote of 60 to 45.

Mr. Chariton moved to have his Sun- 
day labor bill re-instated, but the 
motion was defeated by 93 against 52.

When the Tirah expeditionary 
force was formed the Indian transport 
organization had tosupply about 13,000 
camels, 12,500 mules, and over 4,000 
bullocks for the forces then in the field 
or with the northwest frontier garris- 
ons. The ordinary transport which is 
kept up in time of peace in India is 
about 5,509 camels, nearly 19,000 mules, 
about 7,600 bullocks, 8,009 transport 
carts, 6,000 ambulance bearers, ctc, 
3,409 litters and stretchers, and a! out 
18,000 ambulance heavy and light carts.

THE MOOSE JAW DISTRICT. 
The prospects for a large influx 
of immigrants from Eastern Cana- 
da. United States and other coun- 
tries, to the Territories this spring 
are exceedingly bright. Already 
the fruit of the labors of Dominion 
avents is beginning to appear 
Delegations recently visited Indian 
Head, Moose Mountain, Prince 
Albert, Edmonton and other rural 
municipalities, and are now being 
followed by the intending settlers 
whom they represented. But up 
to the present we have not had the 
privilegeofreporting many additions 
to the number of settlers in this 
district. The reason cannot 
account of any natural disadvant- 
age of the district, as our land has 
for many years yielded a good 
crop of No. 1 hard. This is also 
the home of the dairy industry and 
mixed farming. Our farmers are 
among the most prosperous of the 
North-West. It therefore cannot 
be on this account. Neither can it 
be on account of all the open farm 
Jands being homesteaded, for a 
glance over a revised map of the 
district. would speed!y dispel any 
such idea’ 

The reason seems to be that no 
special effort has been made to 
induce settlers to this particular 
locality, and just so long as the 
advantages of the district are not 
properly and persistenly represent- 
ed to the public, Just so long will 
Moose Jaw fail to get its share of 
new settlers coming into the coun- 
try. If we do not blow our own 
horn, nobody will blow 1b for Us. 
So far we have depended largely 
upon others to do our work in this 
respect,and as an illustration of how 
they are performing it we quote a 
paragraph from the “ Official Hand- 
hook of the Dominion of Canada,” 
published hy the authority ot the 
Federal Government for distribu- 
tion in England and foreign coun- 
tries :

** The western two thirds of Assiniboia ts 
almost entirely composed of open plains, 
Which with the exception of the localities 
immediately adjoining the towns of Regina 
an?

The above does nét oficr much 
inducement for intending settlers, 
and when compared with the glow- 
ing accounts of other localities we 
venture to say that the prospective 
iininigrant would keep as far from 


' district as in any other, and as a 
;ule our farmers have managed to 
‘reap as good a harvest each year 
,as those of any other locality. The 
idistriet is seldom if ever visi 
by early frosts and the great bulk 
_of grain generally goes No. 1 hard. 
| Qur successful farmers will be 
| surprised to learn that “ the success 
‘attending farming operations has 
not been encouraging,” and they 
would be more surprised to see it 
_alongside a picture of a fine farm 
‘house and buildings, below which 
| is inseribed “ After a few years at” 
|such and such a place. Moose Jaw 
/could furnish seores of farms and 
farm tuildings which would look 


‘far more substantial, and prove 


| 
f | that farming operations in this dis- 
-! trict have been most encouraging. 


True, in this district, as in a large 
‘number of other districts, quite a 
| number left during the hard years of 
'early development and the more 
|recent financial depression which 
| swept over both Canada and the 
‘United States. But many are 
'vraduaily returning, and if those 
| who are still away would compare 
their condition with the condition 
of those who have stayed with the 
district they would be sorry they 
ever left. 

We do not know where the in- 
formation was obtained, but if we 
had a board of trade or some other 
organization, a more creditable and 
correct description might have been 
given the district. 


WAS THERE EVER SUCH AN 
OPPORTUNITY ? 


A conservative estimate places 
the number of people who passed 
through Moose Jaw last week at 
two thousand. The month has 
seen over seven thousand men 
journeying through the Territories. 
Many of these are destined for the 
Klondyke, but will fifty per cent. 
of them brave the hardships of 
that arctic journey ? 

The overcrowded east and the 
consequent lack of employment, 
the chance of bemg the lucky one 
of ten hundred, or the restless de- 
sire for a change of occupation— 
these cause the westward rush. 
Vague rumors have come to the 
ears of young men of fortunes to 
| be picked up by the first comer ; 
of tive-hundred-dollar shovelfulls 
of earth, of fabulous wages for 
anything that can handle pick and 
spade—rumors that have brought 
disquietude to the jog-trotting 
world and have caused the west- 
ward wave. 

The prairie people have not 
caught the fever very badly. The 
taste of pioneering that we have 
experienced gives us a flavor of the 
dose that awaits the arctic circle 
inen. Besides, we are conscious 
that after the struggle of years the 
future for which we have been 
tizhting is close at hand. The 
fruit of years of heart-breaking 
work is beginning to appear, and 
our country has begun to go ahead 
with strides and bounds. But we 
need more settlers of the right 
kind. Could any class be more 
suitable than that which every day 
pass on our railway ? 

A chat with these men reveals 
that tifty per cent. will not go far 
onthe northern trail, When the 
ignorance of the cost, the diseoin- 
forts and the hardships of the trip 
has been dissipated, fully half will 
shrink from the appalling under- 
taking. Most of these men have 
some capital. If the possibilities 
of the Territories as a place of set- 
tlement were presented to them in 
| the attractive manner that it may 
| truthfully be presented, thousands

The following is an extract from a 
speech recently delivered by Mr. R. A. 
Lister, head of the Alexandria Separ- 
ator Company, who is doing immigra 
tion work in Wales : 


At the present time the Canadian Govern- 
ment are much more disposed to shake hands 
with us than any Government they have 
possessed within the past twenty years — 
(applause). They are more icclined to admit 
the manufactures of England to Canada with 
a sinaller duty, and seme without any duty 
at all, than they have ever been before— 
(applause). We are not speaking of politics 
here at all, but I must say that the policy 
of Canada for the past eighteen years has 
been a wrong one. Now, about the part of 
(Canada I know more about. than any other 
—the great North West Territory—I dare- 
sav there are many present who know some- 
thing about Canada, and to them I say, 
without fear of contradiction, that Manitoba 
of fifteen, or ten, or even five years ago, was 
very diferent from whatit is to-day. The 
railways had opened up new markets. There 
was Winnipeg, with its magnificent churches, 
colleges and institutions for the alleviation 
of sutfering ; thirty thousand inhabitants, 
electric tramcars, banks and everything that 
modern civilization could demand. Twenty- 
seven years ago that place did not exist 
except as a Hudson Bay fort. It shows a 
rapid, prosperous development, and whats is 
wanted is an increase of population of the 
right sort —(hear, hear). With regard to the 
resources of the country, I say they excel 
those of any other colony which we possess.

WHITEWASH FOR FRUIT-TREES. 


It has heen noticed by all careful ob- 
servers of much experience that in 
portions of this country where the cold 
nights of, winter are generally suc 
ceeded by sunny days. many app’e trees 
are injured on the southwest side of 
the trunk by the operation of frost 
and sunshine; so much s> that vari- 
ous plans have been proposed to pro- 
tect them from injury. This damage 
to trees is m st likely to o-cur where 
/at the time of cold nights and sunny 


i days the ground is c vered with snow 
| so that the bright sunshine «n_ the 
snow is reflected against the trunk 
of the tree, when the heat of the sun 
is strongest at from one to two o’clock 
'pm., thus accounting for the injury 
heing manifest on the portion of the 
tree where the re‘je*tion is strongest.

| Prince of Wales. So when next you 
jhear that she meditates such a step,

| German emperor bases his claim on the 
|

mother, born princess-royal and eld- 
est child of Queen Victoria, is heir to 
that mother’s crown, and he her im- 
mediate successor! 

It is said that the Kaiser is wildly 
indignant because his mother will not 
| press. her claim and take her rizhtful 
(feace as the future sovereign of Eng- 
| land. 
the Prinve of Wales, but that the Kais- 
er is that as weil as Emperor of Ger- 
many, be has fully decided in his own 
mind. When the time comes for his 
contention it is scarcely probable that 
he will hold his peace. Of cource it 
is not for a moment to be supposed 
that England would endure Whiiheim 
for its king. But the case is a knotty 
One upon which even the constitutional 
lawyers cannot agree. 

While the Queen remains sovereign 
this family unpleasantness is not like- 
ly to arise, but when she abdicates or 
dias there is pretty sure to be an un- 
comfortable time for all parties con- 
cerned. Still, the Mnglish are certain 


to reject the Kaiser even though Eng-; 


land has to resolve itself into a repub- 
lic, and then choose Albert Edward to 
be its ruler. Quite as strange things 
as this have happened in the history of 
the world, and may chance aguin. Tn 
spite of rumors and raillery of the 
press in by-gone times, the Prince of 
Wales is well liked in the United King- 
dom. 

Mereover, the English temper would 
not bear the German Emperor's ideas 
of “lese majestes.” Here one may dis- 
‘cuss the Prince’s debts or the Queen's 

penuricu<ness, and nobody interfers or 
minds in the least.

Vartety of Crimes tm a Civitized 
The te a Primitive Community. 

The somewhat startling increase of 
|crime along with the spread of civiliz- 
| ston, and the alleged fact that the 
increase is largeiy among the educa- 
ted, has given rise to interesting and 
useful discussion. Some have drawn 
conclusions unfavorable to the growth 
of ejucation; others have ascribed the 
| rapid increase of crime to decadence 
| of which they say it is most striking 
| proof, and a few have gone to work 
to explain the phenomenon, and remove 
| whatever anxiety it may have created 
in the public mind. That there should 
be a greater variety of crimes in & 
;bighly civilized than in a primi- 
| tive community goes without saying. 
| The tastes, functions and needs of the 


! 


{latter are undeveloped, and the temp- 


‘tation to commit a large number of 
| crimes is wholly wanting. 

Education und luxurious surround- 
‘ings beget longings which men will seek 
to gratify. Those who are properly ed- 
ucated and properly balanced will seek 
‘to gratify their wishes in a legal and 
proper manner only, but all persons 
are not properly educated, and many 


of the latter are not susceptible of 
‘that kind of education. There are per- 


sons in every community, be it cul-| 
tured or primitive, whose minds arej 
incapable of a broad moral view upon | 


any matter. Unediucated and uncul- 
turel, they pass their lives without 
damage or with very little damage to 


the community ani the state, but edu- | 
cation and culture may set in motion | 
their distorted moral sense. and make | 


them positive enemies of society. It

growth of educat.on and 
to conclude that education sbould be 
restricted. 

The development of human imper- 
fections by education is merely an in- 
civent.

Fripay, March 25. 


Mr. Davis, of Saskatchewan, called 
attention toa telegram which he had 
just received from the Mayor of Prince 
Albert, which read :—“ Only one mail 
in two weeks. Train in Regma. Insist 
on this moving. Weather is fine.” Me. 
Davis said that this sort of thing had 
heen going on in connection with the 
Long Lake & Saskatchewan line from 
winter to winter. Thev received a 
large subsidy of $80,000 a year for 
carrving in the mails and supplies, and 
he thought it not unreasonable that 
the people complained, Whenever 
there was a little storm these people 
cancelled the train instead of going in, 
because it was cheaper for them. 

Mr. Davin defended the railway,say. 
ing that the grievance was not us great 
as had been made out.
